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BAE Forecasts 
Advance in 
Feed Prices 


WASHINGTON~—-Feed prices are 
expected to average higher in 1950-51, 
but the extent to which they will 
rise will be limited by the large sup- 
plies on hand and the sizeabie stocks 
of feed grains held under price sup- 
port. . 

This appraisal is made in the cur- 
rent issue of the US. Department 
of Agriculture's Feed Situation 

Generally higher prices are in pros- 
pect in view of: (1) Prospects for 
higher incomes to domestic consu- 
mers, which will be reflected back 
through higher prices of livestock 
products to increased demand for 
feeds; (2) increasing food require- 
ments of our armed forces; (3) in- 
creasing production of livestock and 
livestock products; (4) generally 
higher loans on 1950 feed grains 

On the other hand, the large carry- 
over stocks of feed grains will aid 
in moderating the extent to which 
prices will advance during the com- 
ing year. Included in this feed re- 
serve are the sizeable stocks of feed 
grains owned by CCC and under loan 
which would become available to the 
market in increasing quantities, if 
prices should advance materially 
from current levels 

Prices of feed grains, which were 
about 20% higher than a year earlier 
at the beginning of the 1950-51 sea- 
son, are expected to average some- 
what higher, at least through the 
first half of 1951, than in the same 
period of 1949-50. In the last half of 
1951 prospects for the next year's 
feed crops will become a dominant 
factor influencing feed prices. At least 
the usual seasonal increase in feed 





grain prices is expected this winter 
and next spring, since a strong de- 
mand for meats and other livestock 
products will in turn mean a good 
demand for most kinds of feeds, BAE 
states.

Sales of Cuban Molasses Point 
to Cut in Supply for Feeding 


WASHINGTON--Sharply reduced 
availability of blackstrap molasses 
for the feed industry in 1951 is indi- 
cated in a reported Cuban decision to 
sell 180 million gallons for export 
on a pattern of historical use. The 
reported sale price of this quantity 
is 20¢ ga!., f.0.b. Cuban ports 

According to trade sources, this 
reported sale of 180 million gallons 
is distributed in this way—50 mil 
lion gallons for the U.K. and 130 
million for U.S. buyers. Of the 130 
million to the U.S., companies with 
known feed industry connections will 
receive 45 to 50 million gallons. On 
the basis of the Cuban f.0.b. price 
this indicates a basic price to the feed 
industry of 25¢ basis East Coast 
ports. 

Other Supplies Available 

Sugar trade analysts say that the 
feed industry can reasonably expect 
to obtain an additional 100 to 110 
million gallons from other off-shore 





and domestic sources. This quantity 
would consist of approximately 25 
million from domestic refineries, 25 
million from cane and citrus indus- 
tries in Florida and Louisiana, 25 
million ft Hawaiian sources, 20 
million from Puerto Rico and another 
15 mijlion from hydrol molasses 

The basis for the Cuban sales allo- 
cation, according to information in 
the sugar trade, is 20% of the his- 
torical average use over the past 
three calendar years. A 50-million- 
gallon availability for the feed indus- 
try represents approximately 20% of 
the estimate used by the feed indus- 
try for the current year

Note European Sources 

A sugar trade source says that in 
addition to the estimated availability 
of blackstrap from other than Cuban 
sources there are also supplies of beet 
blackstrap molasses in Europe which 
can be obtained at more favorable 
prices than the basic Cuban price of

cannot make public the source of 
European beet blackstrap supplies 
but can direct individual buyers to 
the European sellers. 

According to domestic beet sugar 


industry officials, none of their pro- | 


duction will be available for the feed 
industry since the major users of that 
crop—the yeast and citric acid in- 
dustries—require a larger supply of 
molasses than the total annual pro- 
duction of domestic beet blackstrap, 
estimated this year at 38 million gal- 
lons. 

If these trade reports are confirmed 
in later information it now appears 
that the feed industry must prepare 
to curtail its molasses use by at least 
100 million gallons in 1951 on the 
basis of over-all availability and on 
the Cuban price base of 20¢ gal., f.0.b 
Cuba.

WASHINGTON — The outcome of 
the congressional elections this week 
means that there will be a complete 
test of the sliding scale theory of farm 
price supports and that the high price 
support theories of the present sec- 
retary of agriculture, Charlies F 
Brannan, will be discarded. 

This conclusion is confirmed by a 
post-election statement made by Sen 
Clinton P. Anderson (D., N.M.). He 
asserted that the 82nd Congress will 
be more conservative than its prede- 
cessor and that the 1949 farm law as 
amended, with its modified sliding scale 
price support program, will be un- 
changed until it has been tested. Ac- 
tion by the 8lst Congress on the farm 
law reflected the modifications urged 
by Sen. Anderson, who also had a 
large part in the drafting of the 
Hope-Aiken sliding scale support pro- 
gram adopted by the 80th Congress 

It also now appears likely that egg 
price supports will end with the cur- 
rent program Dec. 31, 1950. Other 
discretionary programs which have 
been costing the government heavily 
also may cease. The sponsors of the 
farm act of 1949 as amended by the 
Sist Congress have little sympathy 
with these wasteful programs. These 
sponsors include both Democratic and 
Republican backers of the act

e ingredients in egg mashes that are not essential to market egg produc- 
om. He based this on a study of ingredients that went into the products 
20 feed manufacturers, selected at random. 

The USDA nutritionist said that “insofar as one could tell from the 
ts of ingredients and the analyses, these were all good laying mashes 
vere was evidence, however, that full advantage had not been taken in 
1 cases of recent information on low-cost formulas. It appeared that pub- 
city given to recent developments in broiler feeding had caused the addi- 
ion of supplements to some of these mashes that increased their cost with- 
t increasing their quality as egg mashes.” 

The point made by Dr. Bird was that, if the industry is to take advantage 
the ever increasing knowledge of poultry nutrition, feed manufacturers 
ust formulate mashes for specific purposes and give specific directions for 
eir use. Poultrymen must use them for the purposes intended and accord- 
g to directions. 

Cooperation between feed manufacturers and poultry producers is very 
ood, but it needs to be still better, in his opinion. Egg production flocks, 
reeder flocks and broilers each must have a feed specifically designed for 

them to achieve best results. “Only in this way can the producer of these 
products gain maximum results at the lowest cost,” he said 

In other words, the opportunity is open to the formula feed industry 
if the feed man will meet his responsibility

“HE second talk in which we found particular interest was that of Dr 
E. L. Robertson, now nutrition director for John W. Eshelman & Sons, 
Lancaster, Pa., and formerly on the staff of Cornell University 

Dr. Robertson said that the day of home mixed feeds is rapidly passing 
from the poultry picture, and that the result has been greater feeding 
economies and swifter application of nutrition research 

He pointed out that new developments in the field of nutrition have 
made the mixing of feeds a highly specialized process. The poultryman faces 
a limitation in making his own modern mash mixtures in the requirement 
that he keep acquainted with new developments in research. Not only must 
he know of these new findings, but he must know where to acquire the 
necessary materials in an economical manner and provide the necessary 
machinery for accurate mixing and laboratory control of essential ingredients 

All of these processes require a degree of specialization. Usually the 
poultryman will obtain a greater income if he devotes his attention to those 
management practices known to have an influence on the production from 
his birds, and turns over to his feed manufacturer the responsibility for 
keeping his flock well nourished, He gains the benefits of nutrition research 
when he uses formula feeds, just as he gains the benefits of progress in 
breeding through the purchase of top quality chicks 

“The average poultryman, therefore, does not concern himself with the 
details of the finer points of poultry breeding or of feed formulation, realiz- 
ing that other specialists are looking after these matters for him,” Dr 
Robertson concluded. “Instead, he is devoting his attention to management 
which results in the most efficient production of poultry and eggs.” 

The feed man who does the job expected of him, and who drives these 
points home to his feeder customers, has a vast field of expansion before 
him. The whole formula feed picture is changing, and for the better. For 
those who will keep up with the responsibilities demanded by the progressive 
developments, a great future is ahead.

in Southwest 

Two outside influences hindered an 
effective operating procedure of for- 
mula feed milis in the Southwest this 
week, but in spite of boxcar short- 
ages and the telephone strike, busi- 
ness was said to be good. The main 
spur to feeding interest was a dip in 
temperature to below the freezing 
point throughout the area for the 
first time this fall. 

Dry and cold weather aided demand 
for dairy and livestock feed. Broiler 
feed held its own as has been the 
case during most of the time in re- 
cent months. Some pick up was noted 
in demand for laying mashes. Hog 
feed held about steady, but turkey 
feed sales were off 30 to 40% in the 
past week or two 

Lack of telephone service put many 
feed mills out of touch with dealers 
and customers, and ai the outset of 
the strike sales were decidedly off 
However, sufficient business from 
earlier in the week was on the books 
to keep most mills running for the 
remainder of the week and several 
days into next week. Shortages of 
boxcars were a hardship on mills in 
some localities. 

After a wide spurt in values fol- 
lowing the change in complexion of 
the Korean War, commodities re- 
versed the trend and sought easier 
ground. Most ingredients were steady 
to slightly lower, but at levels higher 
than a week ago. Formula feed prices 
were correspondingly higher and ad- 
vances of $1@2 ton were made this 
week.

Cold Weather, Hot 
Markets Encourage 
Buying in Northwest 


A sharp drop in temperatures in 
the Northwest coupled with the 
stronger trend in ingredient prices 
boosted demand for formula feeds in 
that area this week. However, the 
upturn was not as great as had been 
expected. 

Pastures were nipped by frost and 
also covered by snow in some areas 
but while dairy feed interest showed 
a fair increase, buying was held in 
check by dissatisfaction among dairy- 
men with prices received for their 
milk. Reports from the country indi- 
cate farmers are somewhat indiffer- 
ent toward feed purchases 

Hog feed sales picked up moder- 
ately, and poultry feed business 
showed some improvement as well. 
Turkey feed sales continued to dwin- 
dle 

The sharp advance in ingredient 
lines, notably soybean oil meal, 
pushed formula feed price lists up 
and encouraged some dealers to book 
for forward shipment, some up to 
60 days. 

Operations at Minneapolis plants 
were on a full five-day basis, some 
mills working 16 hours a day and 
others 20 hours. One firm plans to 
work 24 hours a day next week 


Turn in War News 
Boosts Ohio Valley 
Feed Demand 


Despite the continuance of warm, 
pleasant weather in the Ohio River 
area, the adverse war news has de- 
veloped a sudden interest among buy- 
ers of formula feeds. 

This has not as yet been reflected 
in substantially increased sales, but 
jittery buyers are anticipating seri- 





ous restrictions and allocations of 
numerous materials and commodities 
in the near future, and many believe 
these measures may even be extend- 
ed to certain feedstuffs, even though 
all authoritative sources are agreed 
this is unnecessary 

Furthermore, it is generally be- 
lieved in this area that an all-out 
war would be reflected in substan- 
tially higher meat prices, both be- 
cause of the war demands and the 
increased home-front consumption. 
This could only mean that cattle and 
poultry raisers would be expending 
every effort to increase both weights 
and production to the limit by heavier 
feeding. 


Higher Prices Hike 
Feed Demand in 
Central Midwest 


Formula feed business in the cen- 
tral midwestern area has been stim- 
ulated by advances in prices for feeds 
and feed ingredients. Dealers stocks 
have been low, and they are now en- 





The index of wholesale feed- 
stuffs prices for the country as 
a whole, compiled by the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Admin- 
istration stood at 222.2 as of 
Nov. 8, up 8 points for the 
week. The feed grain index was 
219.8, up 12 points from the 
previous week. 











tering the market to fill up holes. 
Manufacturers have been optimistic 
about an upturn in business, and 
some look for demand to continue 
good and even surpass last year. 

Dairy feeds are still slow. Pastures 
have remained good, but with colder 
weather there should be improved 
demand. 

Egg mash sales are only fair. Broil- 
er feeds are slow due to the price 
situation. Turkey feed demand from 
the East is picking up. Quite a num- 
ber of broilers are being fed there 
so there is some business. 

Hog and cattle feeds have also 
picked up. Some manufacturers re- 
port good sales for shipment in two 
to four months, and others say these 
feeds are in fairly good demand. 

The car situation is still tight 
Manufacturers say, however, they are 
not having as much trouble in ob- 
taining cars and they are loading 
them heavier. Mills are still operat- 
ing on a five-day basis, with no over- 
time.

Without $20 Hog Price Support

WASHINGTON.-U S. Department 
of Agriculture economists’ prediction 
of a 5% increase in the spring pig 
crop will not materialize in the ab- 
sence of a hog price support line of 
some $20 cwt., aceording to Walter 
C. Berger, president of the American 
Feed Manufacturers Asan. 

Mr. Berger made this point follow- 
ing the meeting last week of the 
AFPMA'’s feed survey committee, 
which forecast & spring pig crop in- 
crease of about 1%. (Feedstuffs, 
Nov. 4, page 1) 

Another consideration in the college 
survey group's conclusions is the size 
of the present corn crop. This crop 
will fall short of domestic and ex- 
port requirements and will compel 
feeders and others later in the corn 
crop year to draw on Commodity 
Credit Corp. stocks. USDA officials 
admit that the drain on the govern- 
ment stockpile wil be 200-300 mil- 
lion bushels 

Under the mandatory domestic 
sales price policy for corn, supplies 

» government stocks will cost ap 
imately $1.75 bu. Chicago basis 
would require prudent hog rais- 


ers to look for price support at a level 
of about $20. Until Charlies F. Bran- 
nan, secretary of agriculture, makes 
a commitment of this kind, Mr. Ber- 
ger and his college survey group 
doubt that farmers will expand hog 
production by 5% 


No Announcement 


The secretary has failed thus far 
to announce a hog price support pro- 
gram, although he has recently urged 
all-out food production to help fight 
inflation. And he has asserted that 
meat, dairy and eggs require price 
support assurance to bring out the 
needed production. Price support for 
hogs is discretionary with the sec- 
retary. 

Secretary Brannan faces the prob- 
lem of some decision soon since the 
heavy run of hogs to market threat- 
ens to drop the price below satisfac- 
tory profit levels for producers. A hog 
price support program could be im- 
plernented only by open market pur- 
chases of pork sides, officials here 
agree. This is a method which Sec- 
retary Brannan has openly criticized 
as ineffectual 

If the AF MA survey forecast of not 
more than a 1% increase in the 
spring pig crop is sustained, meat 
prices can go much higher. Even with 
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a 5% increase, most USDA officials 
predict rising food commodity prices 
next year. 

A smal) change in hog production 
next year should indicate stronger 
poultry markets, officials say. USDA 
poultry specialists are reporting that 
poultry and egg prices will improve 
next year despite the fact that in the 
current year a 25% reduction in the 
retail price of eggs has failed to im- 
prove consumption over the previous 
year. USDA economists base this fore- 
cast on an expected reduction in egy 
production. 


Could Outrun Supplies 


While the spring pig crop decision 
remains to be settled lates at USDA 
economists are now anticipating a 
potential difference between animal 
unit numbers and our grain producing 
capacity. Some even forecast that we 
can run into conditions that existed 
in the early 40's, when the animal 
population exceeded grain feed sup- 
plies and required the use of more 
than 850 million bushels of wheat for 
animal feeding. 

USDA economists doubt that the 
U.S. can continue to expand its hog 
population to offset inflation on the 
basis of the feed grain production 
potential. Some are cpenly predicting 
that grain-consuming animal units 
will outrun feed supples. Others be- 
lieve, though, that a reasonable bal- 
ance can be attained through better 
and broader use of pasture 
some have failed to con- 
sider openly the ability of the feed 
industry to improve animal feeding 
efficiency through the use of im- 
proved scientific methods. It now ap- 
pears that the feed industry is the 
great untapped potential which can 
produce more pounds of meat, milk 
and poultry products through im- 
proved feeding practices—which 
mean more end products per ton of 
feed.

An Important Cog 

Dr. Ronald Nelson, animal hus- 
bandry department, Michigan State 
College, speaking on the subject “A 
Research Program in Livestock Nu- 
trition,” pictured the feed industry as 
a very important cog in the system 
of getting pertinent, practical in- 
formation on nutritiona) research to 
the farmer in the shortest possible 
time 

“Experimental results that have 
practical application must be publi- 
cized,” Dr. Nelson said. “They are of 
no value unless they are made avail- 
able to the people who will use them 
Many of us have thought only of 
getting our work published in sci- 
entific journals where it will be seen 
by other investigators. These jour- 
nals are not read by farmers and 
therefore are not a means of getting 
information to the general public 

“It is also true that there have 
been instances when some results 
have been publicized too soon. This 
sometimes happens when some star- 


| tling new discovery has been made 


or results obtained that make an 


| interesting story. These results may 
| have come from some fundamental 


research on which no practical work 
has been done. Actual further tests 


| may prove them to be of no prac- 


tical value whatever 
“Our policy will be to make pub- 


| lic our recommendations as soon as 


we feel they are dependable. How to 
get these recommendations to the 
largest number of people who should 
make use of them is a big problem 
We have our extension service, but 
it contacts only a small per cent of 
the farmers. We feel that the best 
extension forces we have available 
for getting information to the farm- 
ers are the feed manufacturers and 
feed dealers. The feed man’s personal 
contact with farmers day after day 
gives him a wonderful opportunity to 
do the most effective type of exten- 
sion work 

Dr. Nelson told the feedmen that 
farmers look to them also for sound 
advice on management practices on 
both livestock and general farming 
operations. The feed dealer who keeps 
up to date on recommendations and 
information from various agencies is 
in an excellent position to help farm- 
ers, he said, and suggested folders 
or mimeographed material that could 
be handed out on one 
worthwhile project

Swine Feeding Developments 


Recent developments in swine 
feeding were discussed by Dr. W. N 
McMillan, who left the Michigan 
State College animal! husbandry de- 
partment Aug. 1 to become associate 
director of research, Allied Mills, 
Inc., in that company’s Libertyville, 
Dil., experimental farm. Dr. McMil- 
lan presented screen-projected trans- 
parencies to illustrate how proper 
vitamin and mineral! fortifications in 
the feed could change undernourished 
pigs from runts to well developed 
animals in a remarkably short period 
Properly fortified feeds also are an 
important factor in disease control, 
he pointed out 

Adequate nutrition for animals and 
poultry the year around was empha- 
sized by Dr. R. M. Bethke, chair- 
man, animal science department, 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, Wooster. There still is a high 
percentage of animals which do not 
get an adequate ration or the right 
kind of nutrition, he said. Many farm- 
ers pay too little attention to animals 
during their gestation periods, and 
improper feeding at that time will 
show up in poor performance or high 
mortality of the offspring, Dr. Beth- 
ke stated 

Sows must have the right kind 
of nutrition to produce big litters 
of strong pigs and hens must have 
the kind of feed they need before 
the egg is laid if a healthy, high pro- 
ducing chick is expected to be 





hatched. Proper nutrition during 
gestation can mean a large dollars 
and cents difference to farmers later 
on, Dr. Bethke said, and added that 
it is false economy to save on quan- 
tity or quality of feed, especially dur- 
ing the period of life when repro- 
duction activities are in progress 

Developments in the phenomenal 
expansion of the broiler reising in- 
dustry were described by Dr. C. G 
Card, poultry department, Michigan 
State College. Michigan has not fol- 
lowed certain other areas in this 
expansion, Dr. Card pointed out, and 
asked the feedmen if they were not 
overlooking a bet by not encouraging 
Michigan farmers to start more broil- 
er projects. The state's human popu- 
lation is far more urban than rural, 
he said, with the result that there 
should be good marketing outlets 
near at hand if they were properly 
developed 

The big problem is financing broil- 
er projects, Dr. Card said. Banks, 
feed manufacturers and lumbermen 
might find it a worthwhile effort 
to assist farmers in getting start- 
ed on broilers, he said, but cau- 
tioned that there first should be con- 
structive work on developing dress- 
ing plants and better marketing 
methods 

Dr. C. A. Bottorff, animal feed 
department, Lederle Laboratories, 
New York, stated that with the ad- 
vent of medicated feeds for the con- 
trol of poultry diseases, the prob- 
lem of what drug or combination 
of drugs to use has put a tremendous 
burden and responsibility upon the 
feed manufacturer 

Fighting Poultry Diseases 

The findings in the laboratory are 
of no value unless they can be used 
by the consumer and produce a profit 
for him, Dr. Bottorff said. Often 
it is the way these products are used 
in the field that requires changes in 
recommendations for the administra- 
tion of medicated feeds. Dr. Bottorff 
pointed out that some poultrymen 
are better managers than others, and 
what works in one flock will not 
work in another. Variations in cli- 
matic conditions also play an impor- 
tant role, he added 

In the case of control of coccidi- 
osis in poultry flocks, it has been 
found that under dry conditions only 
15 to 25% of the organisms elimi- 
nated in the droppings will become 
infective, whereas in damp or wet 
weather the infectivity will rise to 
90 or 95%, he said. As the number of 
organisms that a bird picks up in 
any one day increases, so must the 
level of drug increase to protect the 
bird from this disease 

Studies are in progress on the ad- 
dition of aureomycin to the feed for 
the control of chronic respiratory 
disease, sinusitis, fow! cholera, pul- 
lorum, paratyphoid, coccidiosis and 
hexamitiasis, Dr. Bottorff stated. The 
dosages required for control of the 
infection in the majority of these 
diseases are so high that it is im- 
practical to use them at present 
Methods of administration other than 
in the feed may prove to be more 
economical and practical, he said 


Retall Merchandising 

Retail feed store merchandising

Walter Berger, president, Ameri- 
can Feed Manufacturers Assn. re- 
viewed the feed supply situation and 





on the findings of the as 

sociation’s feed survey committee 
which rendered its 1950-51 supply- 
demand report late in October. Mr 
Berger remarked that the estimate 
of feed grain usage in the 1949-50 
feeding season made by the feed sur- 
vey committee a year ago had missed 
the actual! outcome by the mere frac- 
tion of 2 of 1%. The committee 
has always been within 4% of the 
actual in its estimates, but last year 
was the most perfect in the nine 
years during which estimates have 
been made 

The feed survey committee differs 
materially from U.S. Department of 
Agriculture authorities on the 1951 
spring pig crop. Charles F. Brannan, 
secretary of the USDA, recently an- 
nounced the expectation of a 5% 
increase in the spring pig crop. The 
AFMA committee believes the in- 
crease will be nearer 1%, basing its 
judgment on the fact that open mar- 
ket corn supplies may be affected 
pricewise by the large amount of corn 
held in storage by the Commodity 
Credit Corp. Knowing that corn prices 
probably will be higher in 1951 than 
in 1950, hog feeders may cut back 
in the spring farrowings 

Mr. Berger said the increase of 
nearly a million tons in supplies of 
soybean oi] meal during 1950-51 will 
be partially offset by a reduction in 
cottonseed oj] meal, due to the short 
cotton crop in 1950. The over-all sup- 
ply of concentrates, however, is ex- 
pected to be about above the 
past year, so that there is enough 
protein and farmers may continue 
the present high rate of feed grain 
usage and still have a comfortable 
carry-over reserve 

Mr. Berger saw no need of price 
controls or rationing on feed grains 
or proteing as a result of the re- 
armament situation. In most products 
of the feed lot, the situation is one 
of price support rather than ceiling 
price controls, he said. Pork produc- 
tion is heavy—100 million pounds an- 
nually—and prices have flirted just 
above theoretical support levels. Tur- 
key production is 6% above a year 
ago and there is a price problem as 
1950 birds come to market. Eggs still 
are a price support problem-—too

a price support problem, also 

Beef is the only feedlot commodity 
at present showing any forward dif- 
ficulty. Supplies appear to be ample 
for the last quarter of 1950 and the 
first two quarters of 1951. After that, 
beef marketings will probably drop 
and there may be pressure from con- 
sumers for beef rationing and price 
ceilings, Mr. Berger indicated 

Short of an all-out war, Mr. Ber- 
ger said he believed that inflation 
can be controlled with the present 


restrictions on credit buying and 
non-essential construction. | 

Some of the minerals are becom- 
ing short, Mr. Berger told the feed 
men. Cobalt is to be frozen for all 
needs except defense and an order 
covering this is being written in | 
Washington now, he said Manganese | 
sulphate also is a subject of worry | 
by defense officials and an order cur- 
tailing its non-defense usage is in 
the works 

Ed Glennon, secretary of the 
AFMA, outlined the association's 
feelings toward the Michigan 5% 
feed labeling law. He pointed out 
that no other state is trying to en- 
force an “open formula” feed law 
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and that the association believes that 
such laws are unenforceable and do 
not serve the purpose for which they 
were intended. Chemists have ad- 
mitted that they cannot determine 
the percentages of ingredients accu- 
rately and with the growing trend 
toward including more ingredients 
in small or even trace quantities, the 
requirements for listing such ingredi- 
ents on labels are meaningless, he 
said 

Certain elements of the Michigan 
group held that the law has good 
points, however, and the matter of 
changing or eliminating it from the 
official records was referred to a five- 
man committee for further study

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No Immediate ‘Action i in Prospect 
on Price Control and Rationing 


WASHINGTON —Although the ad- 
ministration is putting together «a 
skeleton force to draft a price control 
and rationing machine as a stabiliza- 
tion mechaniam, to predict the pos- 
sibility of price control at any date, 
if ever, is as difficult as to forecast 
the weather probabilities for Easter 
Sunday 1951 

This conciusion was reached follow- 
ing conversations with former Office 
of Price Administration officials who 
have been asked to aid the govern- 
ment on a temporary basis to set up 
procedures of price and rationing op- 
erations if at some later date it is 
seen that these instruments must be 
used 

First it was disclosed that the 
Army has failed to submit a total 
demand bill or a time schedule for its 





requirements for steel, aluminum, 
copper and other commodities and 
materials which could become criti- 
cal as military requirements were 
imposed on a domestic economy al- 
ready moving at high speed. 

When the military establishment 
submits a firm estimate of its needs 
for steel, aluminum, textiles and 
other materials which may become 
scarce the price staff of Alan Valen- 
tine, economic stabilizer, can under- 
take to point its plans to specific 
problems. 

No Alarm on Food 

On the food side, these government 
consultants have examined recent 
U.S. Department of Agriculture fore- 
casts on food prices next year with- 
out any alarm. They note that food 





prices always rise at the first part of 
the year and are hopeful that price 
tendencies will follow the ordinary 
pattern and subside as the year ad- 
vances. 

When the disagreement over size of 
the prospective spring pig crop be- 
tween USDA economists and the 
American Feed Manufacturers Assn 
college survey committee was called 
to the attention of one official he 
admitted that it was a dangerous 
situation and said further that a $20 
cwt. price support level for hogs 
moved the problem into an area of 
uncertainty. On the other hand if 
the AFMA college survey committee 
estimate that present government 
policies will only produce a 1% in- 
crease in the spring pig crop proves 
correct, that also could be consid- 
ered inflationary 

Preliminaries at the price office in 
the meantime will consist in studies 
of former OPA price orders and an 
alignment of industry advisory com- 
mittee units which will be asked to

Legalistic Approach 

An indication of the attitude of 
the price consultants now here re- 
veals the price-control approach from 
a strictly legalistic side. It was point- 
ed out to one of these officials that 
in the basic period of the Defense 
Act there were severe dislocations 
evident—as for example the potential 
minimum ceilings for soybeans and 
corn. This official said that it was 
not necessary that a corn ceiling, if 
any, be adjusted upward to the high 
er relative minimum ceiling which 
would be necessary for soybeans. He 
saw in the the adjustable mar

Prior to this unofficial interpreta 
tion of the act, it had been widely 
felt that it was mandatory that mini 
mum ceilings be imposed on com 
modities at the higher of either the 
highest prevailing price between May 
24 and June 24, or parity. An excep 
tion was for commodities which did 
not have an active market in that 
period. For them an administrator

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Canada May Halt 
Freight Subsidy on 
Western Feed Grains 


TORONTO—Rumors that the Ca- 
nadian government intends to discon- 
tinue the freight subsidy on western 
feed grains is causing some concern 
in eastern Canada. Its removal will 
mean increases in the price of pork, 





milk, eggs and other household 
staples 

Protest against any move in this 
direction has been urged in a reso- 
lution adopted by the Ontario CCF 
Farm Committee. Removal of the 
freight subsidy would place eastern 
Canadian farmers in a position where 
they would be paying 4-6¢ more for 
western Canadian feed grains than 
farmers in Great Britain and other 
countries, the chairman of the com- 
mittee said 

The department of agriculture, 
which administers the plan, said it 
had no orders to discontinue pay- 
ments. Whether there would be 
changes in the future was for the 
cabinet to decide. The assistance was 
a war-born measure to stimulate 
shipments of feed grain to eastern 
livestock producers and since the war 
is long over it may be a question 
for the government to decide whether 
the scheme should be continued 


The subsidy is paid to dealers on 
the basis of $6 a ton on feed grain 
moved from the prairies to British 
Columbia and Ontario points. The 
payments are higher on shipments 
east of Montreal. Started in 1941, 
the payments have averaged between 
$16 and $17 million per year. To date 
they total about $145 million

Controlled experiments show that adequate folic acid is 
necessary for the normal growth, hemoglobin formation, and 
feathering of chicks and poults. In experiments involving 
severe folic acid deficiencies, anemia, paralysis and high mor 
tality have resulted.

‘Area’ Definition 

WASHINGTON ~—-Another example 
of the extreme difficulty encountered 
in attempting to reach a satisfactory 
definition of the “area of production” 
under provisions of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act came to light last 
week as Herman Fakler, vice presi- 
dent and Washington representative 
of the Millers National Federation, 
disclosed his experiences in behalf 
of the federation to obtain a defini- 
tion to cover flour mills which oper- 
ate their own country elevators 

In appealing to William R. Mce- 
Comb, Wage and Hour Administra- 
tor, Mr. Fakler urged the adoption 
of the broad definition recommended 
by the Grain and Feed Dealers Na- 
tional Assn. 

The definition proposed by the grain 
and feed dealers group is as follows 
“The area of production, with respect 
to any agricultural commodity, shall 
be that area within which the com- 
modity is produced and delivered di- 
rect from farms to establishments 
for: handling, packing, storing, gin- 
ning, compressing, pasteurizing, dry- 
ing, preparing in their raw or natural 
state, or canning agricultural com- 
modities for market, or in making 
cheese, butter or other dairy prod 
ucts.” 

Mr. McComb apparently has re- 
jected the federation’s request. He 
told Mr. Fakler in a letter that 
under the provisions of the law, an 
employee of a flour mill who works 
at one of its country elevators is 
engaged in storing grain for further 
processing and consequently cannot 
be said to be storing the grain for 
market. Under that interpretation 
Mr. McComb concludes that the em- 
ployee would not be eligible for the 
exemptions provided in the act. 
“Mr. Fakler immediately challenged 
that interpretation by Mr. McComb 
and called his attention to a recent 
federal district court ruling in the 
case of Flour Mills of America, Inc. 

In the FMA case, now under ap- 
peal by the government, Judge 
George H. Moore ruled that em- 
ployees of country elevators owned 
by the milling company were within 
the exemption provision of the act, 
even though most of the wheat han- 
died at the country station was later 
processed by the milling company 

Mr. Fakler asked that the federa- 
tion be informed of further hearings 
which may be held on the “area of 
production” definition 

In his letter of rebuttal, Mr. Fak-

nped from less than half a million 
tons yearly, prior to 1895, to a yearly 
average of more than 2 million tons 
at the time of World War I 

That was not much tonnage com- 
pared with approximately 6 million 
tons of soybean and cottonseed cake 
and oil meal today, but it was far 
in excess of the domestic demand for 
vegetable protein. In fact, so far in 
excess that the cottonseed crushing 
industry looked to the foreign live- 
stock feeders—-not the American 
feeders—-for our principal outlet for 
cottonseed oil meal as a feed product 
During the first 25 years of the pres 
ent century (1900-1924) 28% of all

Much of the cottonseed oi] mea) 
that could not be sold abroad went 
into fertilizer at a low price in this 
country. American feeders used only 
limited amounts for their livestock 
Strong prejudices against cottonseed 
oil meal as a livestock were 
widespread. Experiment stations had 
done only a {

limited amount of re 
search with cottonseed oj] meal and 
much of 
need for protein concentrates and the 
value of vegetable oil meals was un- 
known. Linseed oil meal was used 
by the spoonful or in small cups as 
a tonic 

The first World War made it ap- 
parent to a few leaders of the cotton- 
seed crushing industry that they 
could no longer depend on foreign 
countries for their feed markets 
They recognized also, that cotton 
farmers needed livestock to balance 
cotton and that the sdils of cotton 
farms needed the fertility that could 
be supplied by manure from livestock 
fed balanced rations including cot- 
tonseed oi] meal and hulls. These 
leaders also felt the need for better 
public relations with cotton growers 
and livestock producers—-for close 
cooperation with experiment stations 
extension services, and other public 
and private agencies in agriculture 
and industry 


Educational Work 

With these objectives in mind, lead 
ers of the Texas Cottonseed Crushers 
Assn. in 1926 asked me to set up the 
educational] service to work in Texas 
Within a year, the educational serv- 
ice program was adopted by the cot- 
tonseed crushing industry's national 
organization, and this work has been 
carried on continuously for these 25 
years

work in behalf of cottonseed feed 
products soon were evident in the dis-

Basic Policies 

Whatever we accomplished was 
gained, I am convinced, because our 
basic policies were sound. Some of 
these may be briefly summarized as 

1. Encourage the inclusion of more 
livestock on farms in the cotton- 
producing states 

2. To help farmers do a better job 
of farming and producing livestock 

4. To encourage the use of bal 
anced rations which would be best for 
the farmer, with the inclusion of cot 
tonseed products in these rations as 
a secondary objective 

i. To base all advertising and edu 
cational material on the accepted 
recommendations of recognized feed 
ing authorities

In following these feeding authori- 
ties, we always seek to help farmers 
and ranchmen feed economically and 
efficiently under their own particular 
situation. In many cases, farmers 
have home-grown grains and rough 
ages and find it to their advantage 
to make an economical, efficient bal- 
anced mixture by combining these 
home-grown grains and roughages 
with a protein concentrate. Most 
ranchmen need only a high protein 
supplement their 
range grass 

Others find it 
to purchase formula feeds 
industry values highly its 
in the formula feed industry, just as 
you do your soybean oi! 
meal. Many of our association mem- 
bers sel) formula feeds, and we often 
assist them in formulating these 
feeds. 

Here again, we believe that there 
is roorm enough for all in the Amer 
can market—-that sound educational 
work on the importance of proper 
feeding will enable the livestock pro 
ducer to choose for himself the type 
of feeding that is best adapted to 
his needs, and that a strong educa 
tional program will result in in 
creased sales of both protein concen 
trates and formula feeds. We also be- 
lieve that our industry, and yours 
will be better off serving all of the 
users of its products than if it were 
entirely dependent upon a single out- 
let with all protein processors com- 
peting for the business of this one 
group of buyers 

5. Another basic policy has always 
been to feature the merits of our 
own products, avoiding comparisons or 
reflections on the merits of other feed 
products, or insinuations of lack of 
merit of other proteins 

6. Our educational work has been 
concentrated largely in the area 
where cotton is grown, and in nearb 
range areas. We believe that the cot 
ton grower needs to use cottonseed 
feed products, to get the feeding val 
ue for his livestock and the fertility 
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of the manure for his soils. We also 
believe that it is good business for 
our industry to concentrate as much 
as possible on local markets, both 
from the standpoint of economical 
marketing and from the standpoint of 
good public relations 

Here are sore of the ways in which 
we have worked to make these funda- 
mental policies effective 

1. Every possible cooperation is 
given to experiment stations in re 


| 


search seeking to develop in- 
formation about the value of cotton- 
seed feed products. I cannot praise 
too highly the service that these in- 
stitutions are rendering to livestock 
producers, cotton growers and our 
own and other branches of the feed 
industry 

2. Our publications based on their 
recommendations are issued frequent- 
ly and distributed widely. Our asso- 
ciation members purchase these pub- 
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lications, at a price which covers the 
printing cost, and distribute them 
in their local area: and our office dis- 
tributes them direct to those whose 
interest has been awakened In all 
cases, the publications are supplied 
without charge, to livestock produc 
ers, agricultural workers and others 
requesting them 

The annual “Feeding Practices” 
bulletin, revised and published each 
fall, is the best known of these pub- 
lications, although there are many 
others. The demand for this bulletin 
exceeds the number we can print 
within the budget limitations. The 
bulletin is used by college animal 
husbandry classes, vocational agri- 
cultural classes, county agents, vet- 
erans agriculture teachers, livestock 
associations and many others. Be- 
cause the information is based on 
recognized feeding principles, the bul- 
letin is accepted as a text book and 
used right along with Morrison's 
Feeds and Feeding and other similar 
publications

IT AIN'T HAY! 


By Licyd S. Larson 


LFALFA as @ plant dates back 

to many years before Christ. 

Its values were well known to 

the Greeks and Romans. Cato, the 
Roman Patriot (234-149 B.C.) wrote 


about alfalfa in “De Agricultura” and | 
brought out its use in improving soil. | 


There is ample evidence that al- 


falfa was recognized as a choice feed | 
for livestock in those days. The Arabs, | 
particularly, fed it to their horses, | 
their finest possession. Washington | 


and Jefferson grew alfalfa in the 


colonia! period; during the gold rush | 


days of 1849-51, a Mr. W. A. Cam- 
eron of California produced alfalfa 
from Chilean seed. It grew so well 
that for some time it was known as 
“California clover,” but the impor- 
tant introduction came in 1857 by 
a Wendell Grimm from Baden, Ger- 
many, who brought alfalfa seed to 
Minnesota, resulting in a variety still 
carrying his name. 

There are over 1,000 strains of «l- 
falfa today and other strains are be-

NEW ASSAY TECHNIQUE 
FOUND FOR PANTHENOL 


NUTLEY, NJ.—A rapid colori- 
metric method for the determination 
of panthenol and pantothenates has 
been developed by Dr. Ernest G. Wol- 
lish and Morton Schmall of the prod- 


ucts control laboratory of Hoffmann- 


La Roche, Inc. 

The method, described in the Au- 
gust issue of Analytical Chemistry, 
may be applied for the assay of 
panthenol and d-calcium pantothen- 
ate in pure form as well as in tablets 
and ampules. 

An adaptation of the method deals 
with the determination of panthenol 
in multivitamin preparations 
Through the use of an ion exchange 
resin column for the absorption and 
elimination of interfering ionic sub- 
stances, the method is rendered spe- 
cific for panthenol. The scientists say 
that results can be obtained in short- 
er time than required by present 
microbiological procedure, with good 
agreement between both.

by BAE, University 


WASHINGTON — A study of the 
handling of Lllinois-grown soybeans, 
from the time the harvested beans 
leave the farmer until they reach the 
processor, was recently completed by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics, in cooperation with the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. A report of the study 
is called “Marketing Channels and 
Margins for Soybeans and Soybean 
Products in Illinois, October, 1947- 
September, 1949.” 

More than one third of the nation’s 
soybean harvest comes from Illinois. 
The report shows how Illinois farmers 
disposed of their soybeans in 1947 
and 1948, to whom the soybeans were 
sold by country elevators, and the 
prices for soybeans in the two years 
studied 

Country elevators — which handle 
about 96% of the soybeans sold from 
Illinois farms—got a margin of about 
13.6¢ bu.. gross, for soybeans they 
handled in 1947 and about 8¢ bu. in 
1948, it was found. The elevators 
margin was more in 1947 mainly be- 
cause the “fortuitous” price gain (in- 
crease in price after purchase) was 
over 4¢ bu. in 1947 as comvared with 
0.7¢ in 1948. Dealers operating be- 
tween the country elevator and the 
processor received gross margins of 
2¢ bu 

According to the report, the han- 
dling of soybeans has become a large 





part of the country elevator business 
in Illinois. As in many new industries 
that have not established a routine 
system of marketing, speculative 
gains and losses are important con- 
siderations to operators, the report 
says. At the elevators studied, han- 
dling charges per bushel were greater 
on soybeans and there were larger 
speculative gains per bushel than on 
other grains handled, the report adds. 
In addition, the country elevators re- 
ceived significant income from soy- 
bean storage, the study showed

ROANOKE, VA.—-The total supply 
of feeding ingredients is expected to 
be adequate for all feed requirements 
during the 1950-51 feeding year, mem- 
bers of the Virginia State Feed Assn 
were told at their recent convention 

Fred C. Entermille, deputy director 
of the Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration grain branch, said that 
U.S. supplies of feed concentrates for 
this feeding season, including grains 
and by-product feeds, are estimated 
at about 180 million tons, which is 
only a little below the record supply 
of last year. 

Protein feed supplies, including ani- 
mal, vegetable and marine source 
protein, as well as the brewers’ and 
distillers’ dried grains and corn gluten 
feed and meal are expected to be 
slightly larger in supply than the 
record amount per animal unit in 
1949-50, he added 

Mr. Entermille was one of several 
speakers who addressed the associa- 
tion’s annual convention Oct. 5 in 
Roanoke. Other speakers discussed 
antibiotics, feed laws and other topics 
Some 200 persons attended the meet- 
ing. 

Officers Elected 

In the election of officers, R. W 
Dickson of Roanoke was named presi- 
dent. Mr. Dickson, who moves up 
from the vice presidency, succeeds 
O. B. Jones of Rapidan. H. E. Bos- 
well of Burkeville was elected vice 
president, and J. W. Lyles of Rich- 
mond was reelected secretary-treas- 
urer.

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Grain Men, PMA-CCC Officials 
Examine Uniform Storage Pact 


MINNEAPOLIS—Rough spots in 
the uniform storage agreement and 
interpretations of its provisions were 
thoroughly reviewed at a conference 
between government officials and 
grain trade representatives Oct. 31 

Nothing spectacular developed, but 
the trade was given assurances in 
many instances that attempts would 
be made by the Production and Mar- 
keting Administration-Commodity 
Credit Corp. to smooth out operations 
of the pact. 

“The stage has been practically 
set for negotiations when the new 
agreement comes up for considera- 
tion,” said Lioyd Case, secretary of 
the Northwest Country Elevator 
Assn. and the Minneapolis Terminal 
Elevator Assn. 

“Many misunderstandings were 
cleared up,” Mr. Case said. “As a re- 
sult of this conference the govern- 
ment officials undoubtedly have a 
clearer understanding of the practi- 
ca) aspects of working under the 
agreement and certainly the trade is 
convinced of two things: (1) There 
must be a meeting of the minds; (2) 
the provision of that meeting of the 
minds must be in the contract and 
not a ‘side understanding.’ ” 

The meeting was marked by evi- 
dence of more harmonious relations 
between the trade and government 
officials. Discussion was limited to a 
review of operations under the agree- 
ment by the chairman, Col. M. J 
Hudtloff, director of the PMA trans- 
portation and warehousing division 

The colonel ruled during the con- 
ference that discussion of use of com- 
mission men in handling CCC grain 
was not to be a part of the storage 
agreement review. However, at the 
end of the meeting an opportunity 
was given trade spokesmen to em- 
phasize the need of the commission 
man from the independent country 
elevator operator's viewpoint 

Present at the conference were 
representatives from all areas and 
segments of the trade, members of 
the Washington PMA staff and re- 
gional CCC directors 

Most attention was given to poli- 
cies on identity preserving storage. 
Terminal representatives said they 
had assumed permission would be 
freely given to store IP but that CCC 
had insisted on commingled storage. 
It was pointed out that commingling 
of corn was not practical in most 
cases. Col. Hudtloff did not make 
any commitments, but many in the 
trade felt he was sympathetic to more 
liberal interpretation of that section 


Discuss “Free Time” 

Grain men from the Pacific North- 
west aired their complaint concern- 
ing interpretation of the “free time” 
provisions of the pact. The CCC in 
that area has declared that free CCC 
storage time should start after seven 
months, regardless of the fact that 
payments were prepaid by farm- 
ers to the maturity date of loans. The 
trade contended that the free time 


should start only after seven months | 


A reexamination of 
the procedure was promised 


Southwestern warehousemen asked |

Only Scattered 
Lots of Canadian 
Wheat Sold in U.S. 


Offerings of low-grade, frost-dam- 
aged wheat from Canada are still 
priced too high to permit large-scale 
use for feeding in the U.S., according 
to trade reports. However, sales of 
scattered lots in the New England 
area were reported, principally for 
use as poultry wheat. 

Importers who have been most ac- 
tive in handling the commodity say 
that limited elevator space in Buffalo 
also has restricted possibie trade in 
Canadian wheat 

A recent U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture bulletin points out that the 
quantity to be shipped to the US 
will depend upon demand for feed in 
Canada as well as in importing coun- 
tries. Because of current transporta- 
tion difficulties low quality wheat 
may not begin moving in volume un- 
til next spring or summer, it adds 
noting that U.S. 1951 feed grain pros- 
pects then probably will influence 
the volume imported 

As yet the Canadian Wheat Board 
has not trimmed the price on wheat 
graded No. 5 and lower sharply 
enough to encourage U.S. buyers, ac- 
cording to grain men at Buffalo 
However, the recent run-up in domes- 
tic feed grain prices has narrowed 
the gap between these and Canadian 
frosted wheat 

No. 6 Canadian wheat was quoted 
at approximately $63.50 ton, Phila- 
delphia and New York, and $62 ton 
Boston, this week, with feed wheat 
$1 ton less 

It is estimated that of the total 
Canadian crop of 465 million bushels, 
approximately one third will grade 
No. 5 or below, much of which would 
be in the feed wheat category

Ander 
welcomed the election of new 
Democratic senators in Missouri and 
Oklahoma as adding to the Demo 
cratic ranks two assured opponents 
of the Brannan plan 

On the surface the slightly 
cealed Anderson attacks on Secretary 
Brannan appear to be the continua 
tion of a smoldering feud 
the New Mexican Senator and 
successor at the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. For several weeks prior 
to the election, rumors spread that 
Anderson was backing Ralph 
S. Trigg, Production and Marketing 
Administration director, to 
Mr. Brannan as secretary of agri 
culture. Mr. Trigg is a protege of 
Anderson at USDA 

Now that the votes are in and 
Sen. Anderson is openly critical of 
Secretary Brannan and his farm poli- 
observers are wondering how 
long Secretary Brannan can remain 
in the cabinet or if he would be will- 
ing to take dictation on farm policies 
from his predecessor, Sen. Anderson 


May Dominate Policy 

It is believed that Sen. Anderson 
has eclipsed the secretary as farm 
policy maker and probably will dom 
the administration's farm policy 
in Congress. Sen. Elmer Thomas (D., 
Okla) is concluding his service in 
the Senate, and Sen. Allien J. Ellen- 
der (D., La.) is im line as his suc- 
cessor as chairman of the Senate Ag 
riculture Committee. However, Sen 
Anderson is believed to have the con- 
fidence of the southern cotton bloc 
and probably can dominate the Sen- 
ate committee, although he is next 
to the low man on the Democratic 
totem pole on that committee 

While the foregoing is purely spec 
ulative, the election returns clearly 
the Anderson attitude. The 
heaviest administration losses in the 
occurred in the farm states 
states—Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois—-the Democrats lost 15 Hous« 
seats which were captured in the 
1948 campaign when Secretary Bran 
nan made farm storage the issue 

If, as it now seems, the Brannan 
plan is out the window, the question 
arises as to the price support policy 
which is to be followed henceforth 
Sen. Anderson had no smal) part in 
the sliding scale price support pro- 
gram adopted by the 80th Congress. 
And this week he admitted that the 
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S2nd Congress will be more conserva- 
tive than its predecessor 


Egg Suppert Decision 

Facing Secretary Brannan shortly 
will be a decision on price support 
for eggs in 1951. Eggs are supported 
at the discretion of the secretary at 
0-90% of parity. Recently Mr. Bran 
nan has pointed up the need for 
price support assurance if adequate 
production of meat, dairy products 
and eges is to be attained. But he 
did not say specifically that hx 
would order 1951 support of exes 
Officials at the operational level op 
pose an egg price support program 
for 1951 

Sen. Anderson has shown little 
sympathy with the price support pro 
grams which have sustained heavy 
financial losses to Commodity Credit 
Corp. and it may be inferred now 
that he will not go along with any 
further supports on a commodity 
which has, like 
in huge financial 
ernment 

If, as suspected, Sen. Anderson does 
dominate the new farm policy, it ap 
pears that the egg price support pro 
gram will end with the 1950 program 

On the meat side of price support 
problems, it is concluded that Sen 
Anderson may favor high supports 
for hogs in order to bring out ade 
quate production. Sen. Anderson is a 
cattle man, and it is unlikely that 
he would favor a low hog support 
which tend to weaken beef 
pmces

Little Satisfaction

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Recent Nutrition Developments 
Discussed at Kentucky Meeting 


LEXINGTON, KY.—Some of the 
latest findings and recommendations 
in livestock feeding were discussed 
at the annual nutrition conference at 
the Agricultural Experiment Station 
of the University of Kentucky Oct. 
31-Nov. 1. Attending were about 200 
manufacturers, dealers and other 
representatives of the feed industry 
in Kentucky and neighboring states 

Dr. W. P. Garrigus, head of ani- 
mal industries at the Kentucky in- 
stitution and a member of the Ameri- 
can Feed Manufacturers Assn. feed 
survey committee, opened the two- 
day meeting with 4 statement that 
grains and other concentrates avail- 
able for feed in the 1950-51 year total 
138 million tons, 8% more than the 
127 million tons fed in 1949-50. This 
was the estimate of the feed sur- 
vey committee 

Outlining committee estimates, Dr 
Garrigus also noted that 50 million 
bushels of frosted Canadian wheat 
may be added to the US. feed sup- 
ply. The supply of grains and low- 
protein by-products is about 10% 
larger than last year due to the corn 
carry-over, he pointed out. The sup- 
ply of high-protein feeds is only 
slightly larger than last year, with 
the incrense in soybean oil meal 
production tending to offset the de- 
crease in cottonseed oil meal. 

The feed report estimated that 
livestock feeding operations would be 
about the same as the past year. 
This, it was thought, would reduce 
the corn carry-over by about 200 mil- 
lion bushels, or the equivalent in oth- 
er grains. (A report on the survey 
committee estimates appeared on 
page 1 in the Nov. 4 issue of Feed- 
stuffs.) 

To Stimulate Production 

The possibilities of stimulating pro- 
duction in all kinds of livestock by 
administering thyroprotein and thi- 
ouraci! were discussed by Dr. W. E 
Thomas of the Kentucky experiment 
station. Nothing conclusive has been 
reported, he said, but there is ex- 
perimental evidence that curbing the 
activities of the thyroid gland might 
permit more rapid and heavier 
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gains in meat animals, more milk 
production in dairy cows and more 
eggs from hens. However, he said, 
there are many factors to consider 
in such procedures, and the day of 
their practical application seems 
far off. 

John J. Begin, extension poultry 
man at the Kentucky College of Agri- 
culture, stressed the importance of 
caring for the vitamin needs of poul- 
try. About 16 vitamins are needed, 
he said, but principally four, of which 
A and B are most important. Stored 
feeds tend to lose vitamin A, he not- 
ed. Corn and alfalfa are good sources 
of vitamin B, he said. Mr. Begin dis- 
cussed vitamin needs, sources, avail- 
ability and costs. 


Plant Protein Discussed 


The economical feeding of corn to 
hogs depends on suitable supplement- 
ary feeds, Dr. C. M. Vestal of Pur- 
due University told the feed men 
Just now interest centers on plant 
protein supplements, he said. Chief 
among these, he added, is soybean 
oil meal. As processed today, he said, 
“soybean oil meal has qualities which 
make it one of our most valuable 
swine supplements. It is palatable, 
contains good-quality protein and 
does not produce fat pork. Soybean 
oil meal combines well with the ani- 
mal-protein feeds and especially with 
good-quality fish meal in swine ra- 
tions... .” 

He said that under restricted feed- 
ing conditions, soybean oil meal had 
produced less favorable results than 
tankage or some of the other animal 
protein feeds in sow and pig rations 
“However,” he continued, “when pas- 
ture or pasture products which sup- 
ply the nutritive factors of green 
grass are fed with soybean oil meal, 
and adequate minerals in sow and 
pig rations, good results are ob- 
tained.” 

Dr. Vestal cited Wisconsin experi- 
ments which showed that feeding 
good quality alfalfa meal, supple- 
menting a corn-soybean oil meal ra- 
tion, gave satisfactory farrowing re- 
sults. Fifteen per cent of alfalfa mea! 
proved more effective than smaller 
amounts in the ration, he said. 

At Purdue University, gilts having 
alfalfa pasture, in addition to a corn- 
soybean oil meal and minerai ration 
farrowed more and stronger pigs than 
did gilts on a basal ration of yellow 
corn, soybean oi! meal, minerals and 
cod liver oil, according to Dr. Vestal 
The pigs also were heavier and ap- 
parently stronger at weaning, he said 


Hogs on Pasture 
Discussing, in a second talk, ra 
tions for hogs on pasture, Dr. Vestal 
said that good pasture saves 5 to 10% 
of the grain and 30 to 40% of the 
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protein supplement needed by grow- 
ing and fattening hogs. 

He recommended alfalfa, red clo- 
ver, ladino clover or mixtures con- 
taining these legumes as some of 
the best hog pasture. Oats and rape 
for spring and early summer, sudan 
grass for hot summer months, and 
sudan and rape for fall are good 
substitutes for the clovers, he said. 

In experiments at Purdue Univer- 
sity, ladino clover surpassed alfalfa 
as a hog pasture, Dr. Vestal report- 
ed. It gave more rapid gains and 
saved feed, he said 

Dr. Vestal considered balbo rye 
especially valuable for late fall, win- 
ter and early spring hog pasture, 
and thought it should be more wide- 
ly grown for bred sows and sows 
with early spring litters. Bluegrass 
when fresh and green is an excellent 
pasture for bred sows or sows with 
spring or fall litters, he said. 

Although pastures generally and 
legumes especially add to the min- 
eral content of the ration, it is nec- 
essary to feed additional minerals 
to hogs on pasture for best results, 
Dr. Vestal said. He cited experi- 
ments which showed that a simple 
mineral mixture supplying calcium, 
phosphorus and common salt for hogs 
on a full feed of corn and alfalfa 
or clover pasture increased gains 
2% over hogs on the same ration 
but no added minerals. 


Calf Starter 

A calf starter compounded of read- 
ily available ingredients and contain- 
ing nearly 25% of a 72% distillers’ 
dried corn solubles, no milk other than 
a limited amount of whole milk, may 
be satisfactorily used to feed calves, 
according to Dr. R. F. Elliott of the 
Kentucky experiment station. Where 
dried skim milk was left out of the 
calf starter but corn distillers’ solu- 
bles added, calves made fast gains, he 
said. 

Dr. Elliott thought well of the fol- 
lowing Cornell University calf start- 
er: luO lb. ground yellow corn; 150 
ib. ground oats; 50 Ib. each of wheat 
bran, linseed oil meal and soluble 
blood meal and 4 lb. each of steamed 
bone meal, limestone and salt. 

According to Dr. D. M. Seath, head 
of the dairy section at the Kentucky 
station, there is no marked advantage 
to grinding of chopping hay for dairy 
cows. He noted that it is common 
practice to use ground hay in com- 
pounding commercial dairy feeds. 

Under present laws there is no re- 
striction on the amount or quality 
of hay used in commercial feeds, he 
said, provided the hay has some real 
feeding value and if its use does not 
cause the fiber content of the dairy 
feed to exceed 15%. 

Two talks were made by Dr. H. 
M. Scott of the University of Llinois, 
one dealing With poultry rations and 
the other with the use of antibiotics 
and other growth stimulators in high- 
energy rauions. 

Tour Laboratory 

Feed service programs were dis- 
cussed by Clarence Bell of Ballard 
& Ballard Co., Inc., Louisville, and 
John Ivey of the McMillen Feed Mills, 
Inc., Memphis. A tour of the feed lab- 
oratory at the experiment station was 
conducted by Bruce Poundstone, head 
of the laboratory, which has the con- 
trol work for feeds made or dis- 
tributed in Kentucky. 

Thomas P. Cooper, dean of the 
Kentucky College of Agriculture, 
welcomed the feed men and told them 
that about 700,000 tons of commer- 
cial feeds are distributed annually 
in Kentucky. S. T. Chase of Lexing- 
ton Roller Mills, Inc., president of 
the Kentucky Feed Association, re- 
plied to Dean Cooper, commending 
the work of the Kentucky Agricul-
